ot Mr. David H. Poston, began today in the 


criminal court. King is represented by Mr. 
W. G. Weatherford, Judge J. M. Green, Mr. 
Lee Thornton, Judge T. W. Brown and Mr. 
C. D. Mitchell. Ex-Attorney General Me- 
Leary, of Texas, is also retained by the de- 
fendant, but has not arrived yet. Attorney 
General George B. Peters is assisted by Col- 
onel George Gautt and General Luke E. 
Wright. Five jurors were received from a 
venire of 200, and a new venire of 100 is or- 


dered to report today. 

King killed Poston on March 10th without 
apparent cause, except that his victim had 
acted as counsel for the widow of General 
Gideon J. Pillow in the famous case between 
herand King, which was decided last Satur- 
day in favor of the latter by the supreme court. 
King’s attorneys moved today for a change of 
venue, filing in support of the motion affl- 
davits setting forth that the public mind was 
soinflamed against the defendant, that it 
would not be safe for a jury to acquit him, even 
if the proof justifiedit, and witnesses would 
be afraid to testify in his behalf. The court 
overruled the motion, and the defense, after 
voting an exception, asked for a continuance 
until the October term of court. This motion 
was also overruled. 

King is in good health, much better m fact 
than when he was first imprisoned. While 
the jury was being selected be sat calm and 
unmoved. His son, Haughton King, con- 
sulted with the attorneys for thedefense. Ex- 
actly what the defense will set up is not 
known, but it is expected that emotional in- 
sanity will be the principal hope of the dis- 
tinguished assassin. Intense interest is felt in 
the case by the public, and the courtroom 18 
day was so crowded that hundreds of people 
were not allowed to enter.

DEATH FROM HYDROPHOBIA. 


One Victim Dead and Three Others in 
Danger. 

Rockmart, Ga., June 1.—[{Special.]—Con- 
siderable excitement prevails over the sudden 
end terrible death of William O. Smith, of 
this place, pronounced by Drs. S. B. Pearce 
and W. J. Adair, to be hydrophobia.

It was some time after examination, and in 
response to many questions asked by Dr.

Dr. Pearce has been practicing forty-five 
years, and Dr. Adair about fifteen years and 
they have never witnessed a similar case. 

Mr. Smith could not swallow anything, and 
seemed to have a smothering sensation. He 
continually called for water, and the sight of 
It invariably produced convulsions.

Atlanta received the chairmanship of the 
board, as Professor William M. Slaton, of the 
Boys’ High school of Atlanta, and son of 
Superintendent W. F. Slaton, of the Atlanta 
public schools, was put in nomination and 
elected unanimously.

OUSTS THE PRESIDENT 


UNLESS HE JOINS SOME OTHER 
BRANCH. 


—_—— 


The Savannah Branch of the Southern Trav- 
lers Association Withdrawse—It Is 
Supposed to Be Work of Enemies. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., June 1.—([Special.]—There 
is a big row inthe Southern Travelers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

The Savannah branch has withdrawn from 
the association, and as Carey B. Townsend 
holds his office as president of the association 
bgibeing a member of this branch, its action 
virtually removes him from his position as the 
association’s head officer. 

The trouble, Townsend’s friends claim, is 
really due to the enmity of several members 
of the Savannah branch. Some time ago, it 
will be remembered, when Townsend was 
merely president of the branch, an attack was 
made on him on the ground that he had used 
the influence of the branch for political pur- 
poses. He came out of that with flying colors. 
His friends say the same parties are at the 
bottom of the present fight on him, and they 
predict their discomfiture again. 

THE NAVAL STORES MEN CONCERNED. 

The withdrawal of the branch, it is claimed, 
grew out of a threat on the part of the naval 
stores men to boycott the members of the 
branch if seme action was not taken by it in 
reference to their claim that Mr. Townsend, 
who is a member of the branch, has been fur- 
nishing the railroads with information, to be 
used by them in obtaining an increase in rates 
on naval stores and lumber. The naval stores 
men, who stood by the merchants and com- 
mercial men in their efforts to obtain proper 
concessions from the railroads, were highly in- 
dignant at what they understood Mr. Town- 
send’s action to have been. 

Townsend thinks the branch acted too hastily. 
He was given no intimation of the matter, and 
has no hearing. 

MR. TOWNSEND TALKS. 

„The naval stores men who are the mem- 
bers of the branch are laboring under a great 
misapprehension,” said he to Taz Constitrv- 
TION correspondent. I have never sought to 
aid the railroads in the slightest. Last De- 
cember S. G. McLendon wrote me a friendly 
personal letter asking me how many acres of 
pine land I thought were fire-swept every year 
in Georgia. I answered him through common 
politeness, telling him that I supposed 20,000 
acres had been fire-swept during the past year. 
I had no knowledge of the use he proposed 
making of the information. It was a 
legitimate question, and I answered it 
just the same as any one else 
would have answered it. The information 
could have been obtained from any other 
source. I cannot see what any one can find to 
object toin my giving this information. He 
did not write to mein an official] capacity. It 
was purely a personal letter. I replied to his 
question merely as a friend, and not in an offi- 
cial capacity. He may have dilated upon my 
position as president of the Southern Travel- 
ers’ Association. Of that I know nothing. 
If I was brought into the matter in that light 
it was certainly unauthorized by me.“

The Melon Crop Overestimated. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be found 
a summary of the pamphlet issued by 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad. 

In the early part of this season it 
was generally believed that the melon 
crop would be much larger than that of 
any previous year, and the estimates of 
growers and railroad men ranged from 
60 to 100 per cent above the crop of 
1890.. It was thought that little short of 
50,000 acres had been planted, and the 
crop would be §16,000 or 17,000 cars, or 
50 per cent more than the largest crop 
heretofore known; and it was feared 
this large increase would glut the market 
in spite of all that could be done to 
extend the sale of melons. As the sea- 
son advanced, further inquiries brought 
the information that the earlier estimates 
were much too large, and the crop, 
though probably the largest ever shipped, 
would show nothing like the ratio of 
increase which had been predicted. 
Careful investigations slow that thie later 
information was correct. It now appears 
that the Georgia crop, at an average 
yield, will be about 10,500 cars, with 
the possibility that a good season may 
swell it to 12,000. If this is reliable 
information, as it appears to be, the 
Georgia watermelon will be eagerly sought 
after in the great, hot cities of the 
north and west. Since the partial failure 
of the fruit crop, the eyes of the dusty 
toiler have turned wistfully to the Geor- 
gia watermelon, and as the season ap- 
proaches, the teeming masses are grow- 
ing thirsty. 


The Melon Growers’ Association, which 3 


‘meets in Albany Wednesday, will face a 
much brighter prospect than when it as- 
sembled there two months ago. Never- 
theless, the same old problem of mar- 
keting the crop will confront the grow- 
ers, and they will have some important 
matters to consider. The action of their 
last meeting in calling on the railroads 
to enforce the eighteen-pound limit was 
a vital matter. There is nothing that 
more effectually bears the market in any- 
thing than a flood of bad stock. If the 
growers will live religiously up to the 
specifications they have made concerning 
the size and condition of fruit, they will 
materially advance the price of the whole 
crop. 

We believe the publication of more ac- 
curate information about the crop will 
have immediate and powerful effect in 
giving tone to the market, and we take 
pleasure in placing before the country a 
full synopsis of the census just com- 
pleted by the East Tennessee road. Mr. 
Griffin has done the growers and the 
state a valuable service in gathering and 
compiling this information. 


The People in Council, 


The eastern newspapers are waking up to 
the fact that the recent cOmmercial conven- 
tions held in the west bid fair to shape the 

business and politics of the country to a con- 
siderable extent. 8 
First, there was a convention or congress 
at Kansas City, and then, a few years ago, 
another was held at Denver. This com- 
mercial congress, as it is called, was com- 
posed of delegates from the west and south. 
It adjourned to meet again at Denver this 
fall, and at New Orleans next spring. 

The avowed object of these meetings is to 
combine the south and west against the 
*“‘domingering spirit of the east.“ The idea 
is that Certain special interests of these two 
sections have been ignored by the govern- 
ment, and can only be advanced by a de- 

_ termined and united effort on the part of the 
: It is a noteworthy fact that this western- 
_* southern combination has declared for the 
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hand, and its programme of holding meetings 
at various points in the south and west shows 
that it means business, and will not let up 
until it accomplishes something. 

It is too early yet to make a very definite 
prediction, but it is safe to say that this 
united action of the west and south is des- 
tined to leave a very marked impress upon 
our national legislation. 


Mrs, Maybrick Again. 

Although she is an American woman, & 
native of Mobile, Mrs. Florence Maybrick 
has found numerous strong friends in Eng- 
land who are doing their best to get her out 
of prison. 

It will be recollected that Mr. Maybrick, 
the Liverpool cotton merchant, died in 1889, 
and the autopsy showed traces of arsenical 
poisoning. His unhappy wife was arrested, 
convicted and sentenced to death, but the 
penalty was subsequently commuted to im- 
prisonment for life. 

The conviction of Mrs. Maybrick was due 
to several unfortunate circumstances. It 
was proved that she administered arsenic to 
Mr. Maybrick. It was in evidence that she 
was carrying on a love intrigue with a Mr. 
Brierly. Justice Stephen, who presided, 
charged strongly against her, and exerted 
himself to secure her conviction. 

Now, for the other side. Maybrick used 
arsenic habitually, not only in England, but 
before he left this country. He dosed him- 
self, and requested his wife to give him the 
drug. The hotel waiter who testified to 
Mrs. Maybrick’s intimacy with Brierly now 
solemnly states that he could not identify 
that lady and Brierly in court as the parties 
he had seen at the hotel, but was ordered by 
the police to swear that he recognized them. 
He obeyed orders, and now expresses his 
great regret for the harm that resulted from 
his testimony. One more point in the 
prisoner’s favor. Justice Stephen has re- 
cently shown such unmistakable signs of in- 
sanity that he been forced to retire from the 
bench. This leads many to the conclusion 
that his strange anxiety to convict Mrs. 
Maybrick showed that his mind was unbal- 
anced at that time. 

Mr. Alexander MacDougall, a well-known 
English lawyer, has written a book entitled, 
„The Maybrick Case, which contains the 
following dedication: 

This work is dedicated to James Chandler May- 
brick, aged eight years, and Gladys Evelyn May- 
brick, aged four years, by the author, with the 
sincere hope that it will enable them to fe@ during 
their lives that the word mother“ is not a sound 
unfit to be heard or uttered” by them, and that 
when they are old enough to be able to understand 
this record of the facts and circumstances con- 
nected with the charge put upon and the trial of 
Florence Elizabeth Maybrick, aged twenty-seven, 
her children may have, throughout their lives, the 
comfort of feeling that their mother was not 
proved to be guilty of the murder of their father, 
James Maybrick. 

Mr. MacDougall is chairman of a commit- 
tee which is endeavoring to secure Mrs. May- 
brick’s pardon upon the grounds above stated. 
He closes his book with the following: 

Those who, like myself, after a deliberate study 
of the evidence (which I have honestly endeavored 
to lay exhaustedly before my readers) call her 
guiltless, must feel shame as long as a guiltless 
woman is passing a living death in our midst, and 
J invite every one who feels that shame to join in 
every legitimate effort that can be made to carry 
out the following programme: 

1. Mrs. Maybrick’s release from prison as a mat- 
terofright and as an acknowledged innocent 
woman. 

2. The removg) from office of all those who can 
be shown by their unconstitutional conduct to 
have been responsible for the miscarriage of 
justice which has taken place. 

3. The bringing to justice of any persons who 
can be shown to have recklessly and maliciously 
put the charge of murdering her husband upon 
Mrs. Maybrick. 

It will be seen that all the important testi- 
mony against this lady was either doubtful 
or perjured, and that the presiding judge 
was probably crazy. If these are not good 
grounds for a pardon, it is difficult to see 
what more could be required. 

What adds intesest to the case is the fact 
that the prisoner is closely related to some 
of the best families in Alabama and Georgia. 
Many prominent southerners have signed a 
petition in her behalf, and the circumstances 


@ustify the hope that she may*soon be re- 


leased from prison and restored to her 
children. : 


The Money Devil’s Work. 
Philadelphia is in a fever of excitement 
over the recent harvest of crime in that city.

An Unjust Contemporary. 

We are surprised that a bright and usually 
sensible newspaper like The Augusta 
Evening Herald should make the recent 
failure of a business house in this city an 
excuse for giving Atlanta an underhanded 
blow. . Such an action is not in keeping with 
The Herald’s former. course, which has here- 
tofore been fair and just to the public and to 
its contemporaries. ‘ 

The Herald says that these failures will 
not impress the country favorably with 
Atlanta’s business methods, and that

This kind of talk is unworthy of the news- 
paper in which it appeared. Atlanta will not 
be injured, as The Herald indicates, by the 
failures mentioned. Such things are not 
unusual in large cities, doing a great volume 
of business. It is the immunity of Atlanta 
from heavy and disastrous business failures 
that causes surprise and extended comment 
when a business firm goes to the wall. 

Our Augusta contemporary need not fear 
for the solidity of Atlanta. She has a way 
of surmounting all difficulties, and her credit 
with the country at large is on a firm and 
solid basis. The exaggerated reports of the 
Ryan failure alarmed nobody. There was 
not the slightest tremor in financial and 
business circles, and the general outlook re- 
mains as bright as it was before. 


Almost a Dead Statute. 

Just at this time, when there is such a 
strong disposition in certain quarters to en- 
force laws and ordinances which have not 
attracted much attention heretofore, good 
citizens will wonder why we do not hear 
more about the vagrancy law. 

It is a fact that this statute is almost a 
dead letter, and yet its judicious enforce- 
ment would be a great thing for the morals 
and general welfare of the community. 

At all hours of the day and night, in At- 
lanta and in other large cities, white and black 
loafers, singly, in pairs and in groups, may 
be seen lounging around the corners and on 
the back streets. They are able-bodied men, 
but it soon becomes evident that they have 
no occupation, and are seeking none. They 
fill the legal definition of vagrancy by hav- 
ing no visible means of support, and by 
leading idle and dissolute lives. Their 
presence in a city is a constant menace to 
its peace, its morals and its property. They 
live upon the labor of others, produce 
nothing, and in the course of time go ‘to 
swell the.ranks of more active criminals. " 

So long as we ignore the vagrancydJaw we 
may expect to see a worthless class in’ the 
city recruited by the same class in the coun- 
try, and our streets will swarm with. tramp. 


ing negroes and a few whites whose labor is 
actually needed in many lines of employ- 


ment. | 

We must get rid of these nuisancés, or 
they will take possession of the cities and 
towns, and make it necessary to double our 
police force. The vagrancy statute is one 
of the best laws in our penal code. It does 
not striké at the honest poor man who is 
out of work and looking for a job. It is 
aimed at the fellow who, with no means of 
support, is determined to lead an immoral 
and idle life. 

We must put new life into this half-dead 
statute and carry it out. The beneficial 
effects of such a course will soon be ap- 
pareht. The volume of crime will be 
diminished, and the supply of labor here 
and out in the country will respond to the 
demand for it. This policy, permanently 
adhered to, will make Atlanta such a model 
city that there will be no necessity for a 
periodical moral crusade. Suppose we give 
it a fair trial?

WHO WAS HE? 


Nothing Yet to Determine the Identity of the 
Man Found at Powell's.

Where the Andrews’ raiders were hung during 

the war. 

The occasion was especially noteworthy on 

nocount of the fact that in the party were a 
number of relatives of the men who were exe- 
cuted, and also four of the men who took part 
in the capture of the engine, but who escaped 
the fate of their less fortunate 

The people, generally, are familiar with the 

story of the capture of the engine and the ex- 
citing race that followed. Andrews, the 
leader, was hanged at a spot near the junction 
of Peachtree and Ponce de Leon circle. Seven 
of his men were executed in a skirt of woods 
ata point now embraced in Oakland cemetery, 
and the others, after being held fora time, 
escaped or were exchanged. 

The members of the Obio party whoreached 
the city. day before yesterday, had been to 
Chattanooga to witness the unveiling of the 
monument erected in honor of the raiders. 
Yesteriay morning early they started out 
under the escort of Captain W. A. Fuller, Mr. 
Anthony Murphy and Mr. Averill, to see the 
places of especial interest to them. 

Captain Fuller was present at the execution 
and is familiar with the spot. He led the way 
when the cemetery was reached and stopped 
at a point on the Fair street side, just below the 
confederate graves. The place had appar- 
ently never been used, but, in fact, it served 
asapauper burying ground some years ago. 
The grass was deep and cool. Near by were 
several rose bushes and some evergreens. Here 
and there wild flowers crept up from the damp 
earth. 


“This is the spot,” said Captain Fuller. 
“One tree stood here and another sixteen feet 
over there, and the beam extended from tree 


to tree.“ 

Captain Fuller then explained the con- 
struction of the scaffold, and gave the party 

such other information as they desired. 

The visit to the spot was especially sad to 
those of the party who were related to three of 
the men executed. One of the unfortunate 
men was Marion A. Ross, an exceedingly 
handsome young fellow, who was the idol of 
his family.
